W^at do you call the M a55 ? 

I suppose the title above seems like a strange question. Most of us have grown 
up with the habit of calling our Sunday worship the "Mass." However, there 
are several other names which have been used over the last two thousand years. 
And those different names help us to deepen our appreciation for the beauty of 
the Mass. 

The earliest Christians referred to the Mass as "The Lord's Supper" (1 Cor. 11:20) 
which means that it recalls the meal that Jesus ate with his disciples on the eve 
of his sacrificial death. This is something I often remember at Mass. Jesus ate 
the last supper with disciples who would betray and deny him; yet, he still 
offered them his Body and Blood. Think about that the next time you come to 
Mass. He knows our weakness. He is fully aware of our sins; yet, he still pours 
out his life for us. 

"The Breaking of the Bread" was another name used by the early Christians in 
Jerusalem for their Sunday worship (Acts 2:42). This name reminded them of 
Emmaus when the disciples recognized the Risen Christ as he broke the bread 
with them (Luke 24:35). How often have you experienced his peace in the 
breaking of the Bread? What a gift it is to experience him alive in our hearts! 

The word "Eucharist" comes from the Greek verb eucharistein, "to give thanks" 
(1 Cor. 11:24). This word recalls the Jewish blessings that give thanks for God's 
work of creation, redemption and sanctification. Christians described the bread 
that was blessed at Mass at the "Eucharist." This term reminds us how thankful 

we should be for the beauty of God's gifts.the beauty of nature, the amazing 

love of Christ on the cross, the unbelievable gift of being filled with the Holy 
Spirit. 

St. Paul asked the Christians, "The cup of blessing that we bless , is it not a 
communion in the blood of Christ? The bread that we break, is it not a communion in 
the body of Christ?" (1 Cor. 10:16-17) So we also talk about receiving "Holy 
Communion " It unites us with God! But it also unites us with all Christians in 
a holy union. We become one body in Christ! At least, that was Paul's main 
point in this Scripture passage. He warns us that if we are sinning against one 
another while at the same time receiving the Lord's Body and Blood, then we 
are "eating and drinking our own condemnation" (1 Cor. 11:29). 

So then, why do we use the word "Mass"? It comes from the Latin phrase "ite 
missa est" which are the words to dismiss us at the end of Mass: "Go in peace, 
the Mass is ended." The word Mass is the word for "sending." It recalls that we 
are sent to serve Christ in the world, to bring this great mystery to others and to 
live it out in our daily lives. 

The Eucharist is so rich. What do you call the Mass? How well do you 
participate in this great gift?

Anointing of tbe 

At the weekend Masses of October 1-2 the Sacrament of 
Anointing of the Sick will be celebrated. Who may receive 
this Sacrament? The ritual states that it is for "the faithful 
whose health is seriously impaired by sickness or old age... 
Elderly people may be anointed if they have become notably 
weakened even though no serious illness is present." The 
sacrament may be received before surgery, by those suffering 
with mental illness, and by sick children who are seven years 
or older.

Sacrament of Anointing of the Sick 

What is the Sacrament of Anointing of the Sick? 

The Sacrament of Anointing of the Sick is for those " whose health is seriously impaired by sickness or old age 
(Pastoral Care of the Sick, 8)." With this Sacrament the Church supports the sick in their struggle against illness and 
continues Christ's messianic work of healing. Jesus Christ showed great concern for the bodily and spiritual 
welfare of the sick and commanded his followers to do likewise. This sacrament, like each of the sacraments, is a 
continuation of Christ's redeeming work through the ministry of the Church. We believe that Christ himself offers 
healing through the prayers of the Church who gathers in his name and in the person of the priest who anoints the 
sick. 

This sacrament is as old as the Church. The letter of James (5:14-16) mentions that sick people are to send 
for the priests of the Church so that they might pray over them and anoint them in the name of the Lord, that he 
may raise them up and save them. At one time, people understood the Sacrament of Anointing as a sacrament 
which a person received only on his or her deathbed. In fact, the "last sacrament" is Viaticum or Holy 
Communion. 

Who may receive the Sacrament of the Anointing of the Sick? 

As stated above, those who are seriously ill may receive the sacrament. The guidelines given by the 
Church state that for deciding on the seriousness of the illness "a prudent or reasonably sure judgment, without 
scruple, is sufficient (Pastoral, 8)." Furthermore, those who are seriously ill are encouraged to ask for the sacrament 
of anointing. They should not delay the reception of the sacrament. The following guidelines are helpful in 
deciding who may receive it. 

• Those whose health is seriously impaired by sickness or old age. (8) 

• A person may be anointed before surgery whenever a serious illness is the reason for the surgery. 

( 10 ) 

• Elderly people may be anointed if they have become notably weakened even though no serious 
illness is present. (11) 

• Those who are judged to have a serious mental illness. (53) 

• Sick children are to be anointed if they have sufficient use of reason; normally this means those 
seven years of age or older. (12) 

Anyone who " remains obdurately in open and serious sin" may not receive this sacrament. (15) 

Can a person receive the Sacrament of Anointing more than once? 

Yes. The sacrament may be repeated if the sick person recovers after being anointed and again falls ill or if 
during the same illness the person's condition becomes more serious. 



Will a person experience healing in this sacrament? 


Yes. Since this is an encounter with the healing power of Christ, through faith you will experience his 
healing power. Through this sacrament God's healing grace is given to the whole person. By the grace of the 
sacrament "the whole person is helped and saved, sustained by trust in God, and strengthened against the temptations of the 
Evil One and against anxiety over death." While physical healing is possible, the person may also receive the strength 
to carry their burden in imitation of Christ in his suffering; "thus the sick person is able not only to bear suffering 
bravely, but also to fight against it (Pastoral, 6). " He or she may be relieved of the mental anguish or anxiety which 
accompanies the illness. 

Therefore, the healing may be physical, emotional, psychological, and spiritual. This healing will take 
place according to the will of God and according to God's plan for our salvation. Just as Jesus taught his disciples 
to pray, we also pray "Thy will be done" with faith that God loves us and, in his mysterious plan for our lives 
which may include miraculous healing as well as great suffering, we "set our hearts on God's kingdom first" and 
trust that all other things will be given us as well (Matthew 6:33). 


How will the Sacrament of Anointing be celebrated within Mass? 

There are three distinct and integral aspects to the celebration of this sacrament: the prayer of faith, the laying on 
of hands, and the anointing with oil. 

1) After the homily those who are to be anointed will be invited to come forward. Then the community asks 
God's help for the sick by praying a litany. This prayer of faith is a response to the word of God which it 
has just heard. Inspired by God's faithfulness and mercy we offer our prayers to the Lord with fervent 
faith. Through the prayers of those gathered, the entire Church is made present. If those who come 
forward are unable to remain standing, chairs will be available for them. Likewise, it may be helpful for a 
family member to accompany a sick person who needs assistance in coming forward. 

2) In silence the priest lays hands on the head of each sick person. This gesture reminds those present of how 
Jesus healed the sick. "They brought the sick with various diseases to him; and he laid hands on every one 
of them and healed them." (Luke 4:40) The laying on of hands is the traditional gesture used in the Church 
to pray for the coming of the Holy Spirit. 

3) The priest says a prayer of thanksgiving over the blessed oil. Then the priest anoints each sick person on 
the forehead and on the palms of their hands. After the person is anointed he or she may return to the pew 
and be seated. 


What is the significance of the Blessed Oil? 

The blessed oil signifies healing, strengthening, and the presence of the Holy Spirit. A generous amount of 
oil is to be used, and it is not desirable to wipe off the oil after the anointing. Rather, the person should rub the oil 
into their skin as a prayerful gesture of asking the Lord's comfort and healing to penetrate their whole life.

Administration Commission, 9/19/11, reviewed the Facility Use policy. 
Discussions were brought up about adding a section about alcohol use, 
adding a follow up checklist to be used after facilities have been used, and to 
have a person available if the facility users need assistance with anything. 
Betsy provided the Guidelines for Special Events Coverage document that she 
uses to determine which groups are charged for facility use. Both documents 
will be reviewed by the commission. The Guidelines document also mentions 
that a Risk Management Guidelines document is available concerning alcohol 





use. Leisa will be requesting that document for review also. Betsy is responsible for scheduling facility use. 
She only needs Father Steve's approval for scheduling weddings. Also brought up was the need for a calendar 
or calendars to track all parish and non-parish events/activities. 

Father Steve brought up the Boy Scouts need for storage. Before allowing the Boy Scouts one of the OLBH's 
storage sheds. Father Steve requested that all storage needs be reviewed first. Father Steve will contact Parish 
staff on their needs. A question came up about insuring their belongings. Lorinda said that since the Boy 
Scouts are a charter of OLBH, their belongings are covered by OLBH's insurance. 

Goals for Commission: 

1. Review and Revise Facility Use document 

2. Produce a "goals list" for committees the Administration Commission represents. 

Community Commission 

The Boys Scouts had a representative that joined our commission to discuss a concern they have. Currently, 
the Boy Scouts and Cub Scouts are storing items either in the church or a trailer, and there is not enough space 
for the items. They are looking for a garage or shed to store these items, which are owned by the church. They 
are not opposed to building a shed to accommodate their needs. 

The committee also discussed possibilities to rotate various groups to serve Coffee Hour, which is at the end of 
the Sunday morning Mass. Coffee Hour is a time to gather and have fellowship. The rotation would be done 
at least once a year by all of the group/committees that represent the church. It was discussed these 
groups/committees would pick a Sunday to serve. This is also a great way for them to bring exposure to 
themselves and for the church parishioners to learn more about that group/committee. 

The church is looking for volunteers to help in website and computer support. Currently, this is being 
supported by one person and the church is looking to spread the responsibility. If anyone is interested, please 
contact Betsy Van Asma. 

Lastly, our group came up with two goals that we would like to work on for this year. The first one was 
discussed above, which was to begin a rotation for coffee hour. The second is to invite other committees that 
fall under the Community Commission to come to the scheduled Leadership Night meeting to bring feedback 
to our committee and to being any concerns forth.

Formation Commission 

Our group kicked off the fall meetings with updates from two OLBH parish staff members whose principle 
jobs are faith formation. Teresa and Jenny reported on summer programs and for fall activities planned for the 
114 children and students who have so far enrolled. They said that ongoing training is needed both for them 
and core team members. Jenny is also helping other parishes who are interested in starting Good Shepherd 
programs. 

John announced that there are 16 Celebrate Anew groups which have been formed to discuss the booklets 
about the new translation of the Roman Missal used for Mass. 

Members of the commission agreed that recruiting volunteers to help make faith formation groups more 
successful will be one of the goals to be discussed next time. 



Outreach Commission 

The Outreach Commission met to discuss current ministries and possible future endeavors. Current members 
are Henry Maicki, Mary Policky, Kathy Van Asma; Estela Haakedahl and Dave Carroll will continue as co¬ 
chairs. Father Steve will act as a resource person for the commission. Members discussed the following 
ministries, hoping to update their current activity/needs: 

Jail Ministry - We will follow up on current activity. Needs a chairperson. 

Food Pantry - Judy Roemmich is still coordinating. An appeal for food supplies will be in the bulletin. 
Card Ministry - Currently is in need of a chairperson. We will follow up. 

Cornerstone Rescue Mission - Estela and team still serving meals once per month. 

Just Faith and Peace and Justice - Follow up with Father Steve re: future/need. 

Prayer Blanket - Barb Coyle is still involved with this ministry. 

Returning Catholics - Still active and will follow up with leadership. 

Vocations Committee - We will follow up regarding current activity. 

Healing Meals - Our group's newest ministry is still in need of volunteers who may be able to provide a 
meal or part of a meal. 

We will discuss Food for the Poor, Native American Outreach, and Respect Fife at our next meeting. We also 
identified the following goals for this year: 

1. Regular reports from as many ministries as possible so Outreach can have a better awareness of 
activity/need and report info to Pastoral Council. We would like to make ministry members more 
welcome to attend commission meetings. 

2. Identify a committee chair for each ministry. 

3. To provide as much help as we can to the various ministries under Outreach. 

Worship Commission 

The Worship Commission acknowledged the value of the Wedding Blessing for couples married within each 
month. The blessing not only offers an inspiration to younger married couples but those being honored also 
greatly appreciate the blessing as they live out their sacrament of marriage. An upcoming training will be held 
for current and new lectors to clarify instructions and emphasize the important role lectors perform as leaders 
of prayer. We also discussed and approved a temporary blind for the windows behind the altar and referred it 
to the building and grounds committee. 

We continued last year's discussion concerning the need for all worship ministers to either serve in their roles 
when they are scheduled or to find a replacement. All ministers' participation enhances the liturgy, and "no- 
shows" create stress to sacristans as well as those who are called to substitute when they arrive at church and 
haven't had time to prepare for the ministry. We need to determine which of the current ministers want to 
continue serving in their position. Many returning worship ministers did not attend the Ministry Fair, so 
Father Steve suggested that lists be available in the gathering area the first two Sundays of October so that 
current worship ministers can confirm their interest in continuing in their present ministry and to update their 
contact information and Mass preference.
